Owing to the prevailing low prices of 
this metal, it has been the policy of 
nearly all the California companies to 
make as little the past year as was prac- 
ticable and not discontinue production 
altogether, it being desirable for the 
preservation of both the works and the 
mines that operations should not come 
to a stand-still, as both suffer more 
rapid deterioration under such condi- 
tion of things than under active ser- 
vice. This being the case, there has 
been, of course, no profit in the busi- 
ness. Actual current expenses have 
been met, but hardly. more. If a sharp 
line were drawn on the operations of 
the year no loss would appear, and yet, 
if an estimate covering a series of such 
years were to be made, including wear 
and tear, cost of replacing and repairing 
machinery, etc., to say nothing of inte- 
rest on original investments and deple- 
tion of the mines, a considerable loss 
would be apparent. Further attempts 
have been made the past year to restrict 
production to the wants of the trade, 
but without success, owing to the want 
of co-operation on the part of a few im- 
practicable companies, who refused to 
come into the proposed arrangement. 
For the first time in many years, it is 
the case, however, that the production 
of last year was not greatly, if at all, 
in excess of the consumption, to which 
is to be ascribed the present improve- 
ment in prices. Home stocks have run 
low, there being now but 4,000 flasks on 
hand here against 12,000 at this time 
last year. The consumption of quick. 
silver on the Comstock lode stands at 
about 400 flasks per month, against 
some 2,000 last year.” 

“The general impression,’ says our 
contemporary, ‘thas been that owing to 
the increased production of quicksilver 
the stock of the world was fast increas- 
ing,and we are free to say that we co- 
incided with this opinion, until we care- 
fully studied the matter at the close of 
the year 1879, when we were astonished 
at the result arrived at.

tides the sea is very rough, often hin- 
ders the collecting of deep-growing al- 
gae; varec burners, therefore, gener- 
ally take refuge to cut and floating al- 
gae, these being procured with less 
difficulty. Cut algae (goemons de- 
coupes) are those species which grow 
in very shallow water, whilst floating 
algae (goemons epaves) are those 
which are driven to the coast by 
storms, The latter often reach the 
coast after they have been driven 
about in the sea for several days. 
This may considerably alter their con- 
sistency without materially changing 
theirouter appearance. (Algae which 
had been floating in the sea for two 
days contained only 59 per cent of 
their orignal contents of iodine while 
after ten days’ delay they only showed 
Tpercent of their original iodine). 
Most species are annual plants; digi- 
talus stem-phyllus, however, is peren- 
nial, a circumstance which undoubt- 
edly explains its large percentage of 
iodine. 

As to the preparation of iodine in 
France, the author mentions that, 
with the exception of one firm the al- 
ae are to the present day worked up 
in the most primitive manner; the 
burningis still undertaken in open 
pits, the objection to this being the 
drying of the weeds previous to the 
burning, whereby much loss of iodine 
is occasioned. A better process is that 
adopted by Pellieux and Maze Lan- 
nay, who abandon the use [of the or- 
dinary cut and floating algae, and 
work up those species which are col- 
lected by means of boats specially 
adapted to the purpose. ‘I'he algae are 
burnt without being dried. ‘l'errace- 
like elevations are erected in the works 
which consist of three breaks. In the 
first place the algae are spread out on 
the top surface in layers and allowed 
to drain for four or five hours, after 
which they are transferred to the 
next lower surface. Llecre they are 
allowed to ferment for 48 hours, 
whence they are brought to the lowest 
surface. They are now prepared suf- 
ficiently for further treatment. The 
juice which is obtained from the sec- 
ond and third layers is collected It 
shows a strength of 7 to 8 degs. B, and 
is richer in iodine than the algae, 
(22,000 t. of juice give 1 t. of salt—sal- 
ine- containing 20'2k. iodine). It is 
evaporated to 32 deg. B., and then 
burnt in calcining s together 
with the algae. (12°6t algae yield on 
“" average 1t soda, containing 10:5 

A ) 

The varec obtained in this manner 
is lixiviated, the liquors being evapo. 
rated to 35 deg. B, and calcined. Thus 
all alkaline sulphides or thiosulphates 
are decomposed. ‘I'he calcined mass 
is again lixiviated, the first liquors 
containing the potassium and sodium 
iodides, ‘he residual salt. after re- 
moval of all iodine, is dried and sold 
as manure, The mother-liquids are 
evaporated and calcined, a white salt 
resulting, which contains 30 to 35 per 
cent of iodine. By lixiviating this 
with cold water, etc., a salt may be 
obtained consisting of 72:4 KI and 
27°6 Nal.

Nicotin and Nicotinic Acid.

The following mudification of Schloe. 
sing’s process for preparing nicotine is 
secommended: Coarsely cut tobacco is 
digested fora day with cold water, and 
the mixture subsequently boiled by in- 
jection of superheated steam, filtered, 
and the residue pressed.

The basinis then 
let into the grcund about two feet, 
the ground having previously been 
watered, and allowed to remain quiet 
all night. This is always done at the 
beginning of the season, when the 
nights are cool; in the morning the 
little film of attar or oil which has 
collected on the surface during the 
night is removed with a feather and 
placed in a small phial, and day by 
day. after the collection has been 
made, it is placed for a short period in 
the sun, and after a sufficient quantity 
has been procured, is poured off clear 
into fresh phials. From 100,000 roses 
it is estimated that 180 grains or one 
tolah of attar can be obtained, or 
more if the roses are full-sized and the 
nights at the same time cool enough 
to admit of perfect congelntion. The 
attar sells in India at $25 to $45 the 
tolah. None has hitherto been ex- 
ported. In both cases it will be seen 
the processes of culture and manufac- 
ture are of the most primitive kind. 
In skilled hands they might, no 
doubt, be materially improved at 
comparatively small cost, and the 
profits already considerable, increased 
proportionately.

Iodine Industry in France. 
D. DEITE,. 

About a year ago Stanford wrote a 
paper on the preparation of iodine, in 
which more especially the Scotch 
conditions were considered. It was 
shown Show considerably the Chilian 
iodine obtained from the mother- 
liquors of thecaliche of Peru com- 
peted with the Scotch industry, a 
circumstance which applies in a simi- 
lar manner to the French conditions. 

Of the 40) to 5(0 species of algae 
found on the west coast of France 
only one dozen at the most are fit for 
the preparation of iodine. The fol- 
lowing algae are used: Fucus resicu- 
losus, nodosus, siliquosus, serratus 
(called ‘goemous noirs” in France), 
lorens (lacets), ¢sculentus buallosus 
(tuet). saccharinus (frison), digitalus 
itenolobus (thali), and digitalus steno- 
phyllas (caleut). Each of these spe- 
cies grows at a certain depth of the 
sea; the deeper and slower it grows 
the more iodine will it contain. By 
taking the percentage of iodine ia 
digitalus stenophyllus as standard 
=100, we obtain for digitalus steno- 
lobus:

days. The farmer counts the buds 
upoa his trees, which he makes a di- 
visor for the whole, and so counts the 
number of buds which will blossom 
daily, and tbe number of days his 
harvest will last. Tie flowers must 
be gathered before the morning dew 
is off them, and be distilled at once. 
Herein lies the difficulty, because it is 
impossible to judge, even approxi- 
mately, of the rapidity with which 
the buds will open; consequently, un- 
less a very large staft is kept, so as to 
pick off all the blossoms of a heavy 
crop in the short space available, ard 
unless a number of alembics are ready 
to distill them, a great part of the 
crop may be wasted in the case of 
rapid blowing. When the temperature 
during barvest is cold and damp, the 
blowing is gradual; when hot and 
sunny it is rapid. 

“‘The yield of attar varies, but, on 
an average, it takes 4,000 rose blos- 
soms to make one |b of oil. Best qual- 
ity attar varies in price from $3 50 to 
$4 25 per ounce. ‘he mode acopted 
for testing the purity of different 
qualities of oil is to put the essence 
into flasks, which are immersed in 
water of 63 to 68 degrees Fahr., when, 
if good, it congeals. This is consider- 
ed the purest oil. A stony, sandy 
ground, impregnateé with iron, pro- 
duces the best oil, while a hard, badly 
cultivated land will only yield an in- 
ferior quality, which will not congeal 
at temperatures above 52 degrees 
Fabr. ... An English acre produces 
4,000 Ib to 6,000 Ib of blossom in fair 
years and 344 1b of blossom produce 
14 drachms of oil, which may be said 
to be worth in this market $1. 


The roses, it may be added, are put 
in the stills without detaching the 
calices, the charge being 25 lb to 50 Ib 
of roses per still. The above descrip- 
tion was written previous to the war, 
it should be said. The last really good 
year in Bulgaria. 1873, produced a rose 
crop valued at $350,000. 

Turning next to India, we find roses 
grown for attar and rose-water at La- 
hore, Umritzur,and elsewhere, but the 
chief site of the industry is Ghaze~ 
pore, on the Ganges. where about 150 
English acres in the suburbs are 
grown with Rosea damascena for that 
purpose. According to information 
quoted by Dr. W. W. Hunter, io his 
“Statistics of Bengal.” the ground is 
divided into small fields, which be- 
long to the zemindar, are planted 
with rose trees, and let by the year, 
at so much per biggah for the ground, 
and so much extra for the trees on it 
If the season be good, these 1000 trees 
should yield a hundred thousand 
roses, the value of which will vary 
with the year from $20to $35. ‘The 
purchases are always mace at so much 
per lac. The rose trees come into 
flower in March and continue so 
throughout April. The flowers are 
plucked in the early morning by men, 
women and children, and are con- 
veyed in bags to the contracting par- 
ties for distillation into rose water. 
The growers themselves rarely distill. 
The stills are of the most primitive 
make, There is a great variety of 
rose water manufactured in the ba- 
zaar. aud much that bears the name 
is nothing more than a mixture of 
sandal oil. The best rose water pro- 
curable may be computed as requir- 
ing 1000 roses toa seer of water. which 
yields 1'¢ seer of rose water The 
boiler of the still holds from 8 009 to 
12,000 or 16,000 rose blooms. On each 
8,000 roses 10 to 11 seers of water are 
placed, and 8 se-rs of rose water dis- 
tilled. Thisis placed ina glass car- 
boy, and exposed tothe sun for a few 
days to become pucka, or ripe; 
it is then stopped with cotton 
and luted with wet clay to  pre- 
vent the scentescaping The 8 ‘seers 
of rose-water will fetch $6 to $8. The 
value of the roses sold at Ghazepore 
is estimated at 15,000 to 20,000 rupees

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Cultivation of Roses for Oil. 


The growing of roses for the manu 
facture of the essential oil is an im- 
portant industry in some portions of 
Turkey and Bulgaria, and one which 
it would seem, m‘ght be carried on in 
sections of the United States where 
the conditions of soil and climate are 
favorable. ‘The manner of conduct- 
ing this branch of farming in ‘Turkey 
is described at length by Col. Baker in 
his recent book, from which the fol- 
lowing extracts by a foreign exchange: 
The flowers have the appearance of 
the common dog-rosge, and are of the 
varieties R. damascena, R. semper- 
virens., and R. moschata. The last 
affords the chief ingredient of the at- 
tar. ‘The natives know very little of 
varieties, and are concerned ouly with 
the profits they can make out of the 
oil. ‘The rose is grown by the farmers 
in every village in the district (Ken- 
canilk), and requires a sandy soil on 
sloping ground exposed to the rays of 
the sun. The greatest care is bestow- 
ed on tke cultivation and on the har- 
vesting of the crop. A rose-garden 
may be Jaid down in spring or 
autumn. in ground that has been well 
cleared and plowed. The young rose- 
shoots are torn off larger plants, so as 
to carry with them a portion of the 
roots, and these are laid, almost 
horizontally, ix trenches about one 
foot deep and five feet apart, 
so as to form a future hedge; thep are 
then covered with earth and manure 
and carefully trodden down. Under 
favorable circumstances the ‘hoots 
will appear at the end of six months, 
when they should be earthed up, and 
the plants will be over a foot high by 
the end of the year. In the second 
year they yield a few flowers; but 
they are not a source of profit till the 
third year. ‘hey are in full bearing 
in five years, at a height of about six 
feet, and last for about fifteen years, 
when the trees cease to flower. They 
require earthing up four times a year, 
and should be manured every second 
year; but, although the manure in- 
creases the quantity. it interferes with 
the quality of the attar. No pruning 
is required except cutting off dead 
branches. Very severe cold kills the 
trees, and those of the whole district 
were thus destroyed in 1870. Hoar 
frost and foggy misty weather are 
also injurious to the crop, and hot 
weather during distillation interferes 
with the yield of oil. The harvest be- 
gins in May, and lasts about twenty

comes over. The distillate is exactly 
neutralized by oxalic acid, the amount 
used being noted, and evaporated toa 
thin syrup. The exact amount of pot- 
ash necessary to neutralize the oxalic 
acid is now added, and the crude nico- 
tin which separates is collected. The 
remaining liquid is exhausted with 
ether, and the nicotin thus extracted 
added to that first obtained. That por- 
tion of the crude base which distils over 
below 250° is converted into cxalate by 
adding powdered oxalic acid to its ethe- 
real solution; and the purified oxalate, 
which separates as a syrup, after being 
washed with ether, is dissolved in water 
and again decomposed with fotash as 
above. The product is finally heated to 
110°C. for six hours by a paraffine bath, 
and a slow stream of dry hydrogen 
passed through it to remove ammonia, 
ether and water. The temperature is 
then gradually raised to 210°C. to com- 
plete the removal of the water, and on 
fractionally distilling the residue, pure 
nicotin comes ovcr between 240 and 
242°C. It must be preserved in sealed 
tubes. Tobacco thus treated yielded 
1'g percent of pure nicotin besides 
impure base.—Zrunslution in Am, Jour. 
of Phar. 


The Polarimeter and its Use. 

The great commercial industry in 
which the polarimeter has been most 
useful is the sugar trade, and as the ex- 
penditure of large sums of money is not 
unfrequently dependent on the results 
so obtained, it is not surprising that the 
greatest perfection in construction and 
working has been sought for iis special 
requirements. There is, however, good 
reason to believe that of the other 
spheres of usefulness as yet unknown (in 
addition to those which are known 
some are closely allied, whilst others 
belong to the domain of pharmacy. By 
its means the purity of the alkaloids 
can be readily determined; castor oil, 
croton oil, and doubtless some others of 
this class possess their specific rotatory 
p wers, whilst the majority of essential 
oils do so in a bigh degree. Landolt, 
who has worked lirgely with bodies of 
definite and const.nt chemical constilu- 
tion, does not appear to have as much 
faith in its applisation to essential oils 
on account of some amount of variation 
dependent on soil, climate, ete., and in 
his recently published memoir he de- 
votes but little space and consideration 
to them. 

Oil of turpentine and other volatile 
oils were, however, amongst the first 
liquids examined in this way, and con- 
nected with which an interesting inci- 
dent occurred. Biot, in announcing 
his discovery in 1818, called special at- 
tention to the fact that whilst in quartz 
or rock crystal there existed two oppo 
site directions of rotation, in oil of tur- 
pentine the rotation was in one direc- 
tion only, viz., from the right to the 
left of the observer, and this was the 
same in direction, although slightly dif- 
ferent in degree for all samples exam- 
ined. ‘This statement remained unchal-— 
lenged until 1843, when Dr. Leeson 
read s paper before the Chemical Socie- 
ty of London, entitled ‘Observa- 
tions on the Circular Polarization 
of Light by transmission through 
Fluids.” In this paper he stated that 
every sample of oil of turpentine which 
had been examined possessed a right 
handed rotation coinciding in direction 
with that produced by essence of lemon. 
These conclusions were so thoroughly 
opposed to those of Biot, that Dr. 
Pereira undertook to further investigate 
the subject, and by procuring reliable 
samples of French oil of turpentine 
from M. Guibourt, of Paris, he was en- 
abled to demonstrate the fact that both 
observers were correct; that the French 
oil rotated to the left, the English or | 
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possessed no rotatory power whatever 
(‘Pharm Jour.”) 

The authors first experience ino the 
use of the polarimeter was in a direction 
not altogether pharmaceutical, but pas 
sing on to essential oils, the work be- 
came interesting, although occasionally 
disappointing; for example, essential oil 
of bitter almonds distilled in this 
country, that from abroad which 
is often obtained from a mixture 
of peach kernels and _ almonds, 
and the artificial, or oil of myrbane, are 
all optically-inactive, hence the polar- 
imeter does not furnish us with a means 
of distinguishing between them. Other 
results were very satisfactory. Thus, 
finest imported otto of rose is levogy- 
rate, giving a rotation of -3°52°. A 
common quality was found to be dex 
trogyrate, giving plus 1‘50°. Now the 
lower qualities of otto are known to 
contain varyivg proportions of oil of 
geranium; but on examining the only 
sample of this oil which was then at my 
disposal, and which had been received 
from the south of France, it was found 
to give -6°73°. This, then, could not 
have been the article used in adulterat- 
ing tbe sample in question; but subse- 
quently on examining the Turkey oil of 
geranium a solution of the problem was 
furnished, since it gave a rotution of 
plus 1°72° and indicated that it cons'i- 
tuted the bulk of the so-called com- 
mon otto of rose. It was found too 
that otto of rose distilled in this coun- 
try possessed an oppesite rotutory pow- 
er to that possessed by the finest im- 
ported, as indicated by the table ap 
pended tothis paper. On examining 
many samples of oil of lavender it was 
found that some of the commoner were 
adulterated with turpentine, and there 
was no difficulty in determioing whether 
this had been done in France or Eng: 
land, on account of the different rotat- 
ory power of the turpentine in the two 
countries, Whilst prosecuting this 
study my attention was attracted to an 
excellent paper by Dr. J. H. Gladstone 
on essential oils (Jour. Chem, Soc.” 
new series, vol: ii, p. 1), in which he 
gives the specific gravity, rotatory 
power and refractive indices of a num 


ber of essential oils; also toa less im- 
portant paper {by Dr. Julius Maier, of 
New York, ‘‘Detection of the Adultera— 
tion of Essential Oils with Oil of Tur 
pentine” (*Chem. News,” vol. ix, p. 
301,from the ‘‘Amer. Jour. Sci.,”’ xxxix, 
p. 273)- Since the publication of there, 
some oils have come into use which 
were then less known than at the pres- 
ent time, and some others are now : up- 
plied from different localities; it was 
therefore thought desirable to go over 
the ground anew and compile a table 
giving the rotatory power and specific 
gravity of a somewhat larger number. 
Such a table is appended to this paper, 
the samples of oil operated on being 
the most reliable I could obtain, except 
where asecond quality is mentioned 
f-r comparison, and all that were suf- 
ficiently colorless to be viewed through 
a column of 200 mm. were so examined. 
Some oils, such as those of hops, cassia, 
chamomiles, myrtle, etc., could only be 
read through 100 mm,; whilst some 
such as patchouli and cajuput, ad- 
mitted only sufficient light through 50 
mm. All have been calculated to 100 
mm at a temperature of 15.5°C. Many 
results were obtained which being un- 
important are not here recorded, but all 
tended to experience, and as deductions 
from which might be mentioned that 
turbidity even though very slight, ma- 
terially interferes with the accuracy 
and sharpness of the readings; it is 
therefore necessary to filter any oils or 
solutions which are not perfectly bright. 
Age does not influence to any extent the 
optical actlvity of essential oils, Oil of 
cloves, new and colorless, and samples 
of a light sherry and dark sherry color 
all registered very nearly the same, and 
samples of English oil of lavender less 
than a year, four years and five years 
old differed from each other less than 
one degree.

THE PETROLEUM MARKET. 








TuESDAY EVE., Jan. 27, 1350. 

The market for crude petroleum has 
been quite active this week and has favored 
the bull interest throughout. Starting ata 
fraction above $1 05 the market fluctuated 
between that point and $1 081g until 
Saturday, when there was amore decided 
upward turn, and certificates passed $1,10, 
on Monday going as high as $1.143¢ with 
a booming market throughout the day. 
To-day it has eased off a trifle from this 
point, and has been below $1.10 again. 
The fluctuations have been entirely specu- 
lative, and strong confidence is not felt in 
the present maintenance of full prices, 
although there is an improved demand 
for refined with higher prices quoted. 
As we have previously shown, it will bea 
difficult matter to depress oil below a dol- 
lar or even down to that point, and from 
there to $1 10 seems to be about the normal 
range of values until there is some more 
positive influence for a considerable ad- 
vance or decline. That there is to bea 
large consumption is evident, and 
it is unfortunate that the statistics 
of stock, runs, etc, are so much 
within the control of the Standard 
Oil Company, that outside operators have 
no assurance of the accuracy of the state- 
ments published. Present appearances in- 
dicate that the production is not increas- 
ing at so rapid a rate as the consumption. 
and the actual value of oil is likely to be 
greater this year than it was last. At the 
same time the market is too much in specu- 
lative hands to make it safe to calculate 
much upon actual values.

The cover is provided with three 


by 4-10 inch, and two smaller ones, 3-10 
inch by 2-10 inch, close to the sides and 
opposite each other. These three holes 
may be closed and uncovered by means of 
a slide moving in grooves, and having per- 


forations corresponding to those on 
the lid. In moving the slide so as 


to uncover the holes, the oscillating 
lamp is caught by a pin fixed in the slide, 
and tilted in such a way as to bring the end 
of the spout just below the surface of the 
lid. Upon the slide being pushed back so 
as to cover the holes, the lamp returns to 
its original position. Upon the cover in 
front of, and in line with, the mouth of the 
lamp, is fixed a white bead, the dimen- 
sions of which represented the size of the 
test flame to be nsed. The bath or heated 
vessel consists of two flat-bottomed copper 
cylinders (24 B. W. G.), an inner one of 3 
inches diameter and 214 inches height, and 
an outer one of 51g inches diameter and 
534 inches height; they are soldered toa 
circular copper plate (20 B. W. G.) perfo- 
rated in the centre, which forms the top of 
the bath, in such a manner as to enclose 
the space between the two cylinders, but 
leaving access to the inner cylinder. The 
top of the bath projects both outwards and 
inwards about 34 inch; that is, its diameter 
is abeut 6-8 inch greater than that of the 
body of the bath, while the diameter of the 
circular opening in the centre is about the 
rame amount less than that of the inner 
copper cylinder. To the inner projection 
of the top is fastened, by six small screws, 
a flat ring of ebonite, the screws being 
sunk below the surface of the ebonite, to 
avoid metallic contact between the bath 
and the oil cup. The exact distance be- 
tween the sides and bottom of the bath and 
of the oil lamp is !¢ inch. [This state- 
ment relates to the distance between the 
sides and bottom of the cup and the walls 
of the inner cylinder which forms the 
air-chamber.] A split socket similar to 
that on the cover of the oil cup, but set at 
right angle, allows a thermometer to be in- 
serted into the space between the two cyl- 
inders. The bath is further provided with 
a funnel, an overflow pipe, and two loop 
handles. The bath rests upon a cast-iron 
tripod stand, tothe ring of which is at- 
tached a copper cylinder or jacket (24 B. 
W. G.) flanged at the top, and of such di- 
mensions that the bath, while firmly rest- 
ing on the iron ring, just touches with its 
projecting top the inward-turned flange. 
The diameter of this outer jacket is 614 
inches, One of the three legs of the stand 
serves as support for the spirit lamp at- 
tached to it by means of a small swing 
bracket. The distance of the wick holder 
from the bottom of the bath is 1 inch. The 
lamp is filled through the funnel. 
In both thermometers the capillary tube is 
widened at the top to prevent breakage 
through over heating. The line on the 
scale of the long bulb thermometer indi- 
cating 130 deg., is rendered conspicuous 
by being drawn across the whole width of 
the ivory back. In a similar manner the 
line indicating 73 deg. is specially marked 
onthe round bulb thermometer. Two 
thermometers are provided with the appa- 
ratus, the one for ascertaining the tempe- 
rature of the bath, the other for deter- 
mining the flashing point. The thermome- 
ter for ascertaining the temperature of the 
water has a long bulb and a space at the 
top. Its range is from abont 90 to 190 degs, 
Fahr. The scale (in degrees of Fahrenheit) 
is marked on an ivory back fastened to the 
tube in the usual way. It is fitted with a 
metal collar, fitting the socket, and the part 
of the tube below the scale should have a 
length of about 314g inches, measured from 
the lower end of the scale to the end of the 
bulb. The thermometer for ascertaining ° 
the teraperature of the oil is fitted with col- 
lar and ivory scale in a similar manner to 
the one described. It has around bulb, a 


space at the top, and ranges from about 55 
to 150 degs. Fahr.; it measures from end of 
ivory back to bulb 244 inches.

Trade in all kinds of paints aud colors is 
improving, and from present indications 
the business of this spring bids fair to be 
the largest we have done since 1872. Al- 
ready enauiries are coming in from remote 
districts, and many dealers and manufac- 
turers report that the orders for goods re- 
ceived last week are fully equal to those 
during any week of the _ active 
season last spring. Sellers have the 
advantage in the matter of prices, and 
seem likely to keep it, for with the increas- 
ing cost of crude material, labor, etc., it 
does not seem probable that values of man- 
ufactured pigments will, at least for this 
year, depreciate from their present position. 
Buyers are being educated up to dealers’ 
ideas, and realizing the justice of their 
demands, are more ready to pay the in- 
creased prices. Seeing the possibility of a 
still higher range of prices, they are in- 
clined to take advantage of the present po- 
sition of affairs and are laying in stocks 
against the opening of the spring trade. 
The high price of pig lead and the firmness 
of holders has had the effect of strengthen- 
ing the market for the lead products, and 
has caused an advance of ‘fc in the price 
of American vermilion. The market for 
American zine oxide is very firm and 
makers have advanced prices 1c per Ib. 


The following will show the total imports 
of paints for the week ending January 26: 
Barytes 10 tons; bronze powder 39 cs; chalk 
651 tons; china clay 709 cks; dropblack 53 
cks; Dutch metal 8 es; flocks 8 cks; glue 347 
pkgs; iron oxide 115 cks; ivory black 22 
cks; lead 4122 pigs; litharge 5 kegs; ochre 
30 cks; oil linseed 200 cs; orange lead 35 
pkgs; paints 177 pkgs; Paris white 73 cks:

Pig lead is firm but quiet. Consumers 
having supplied their wants for the mo- 
ment are not anxious to make purchases 
and very little has been done since our 
We quote common 6c and refined 


last. 
6c in a round way. 


White lead is not very active at the mo- 
ment, the high prices having checked the 
demand. Buyers are disposed to await 
further developments but there does not 
seem to beany indication of a decline, 
There are no outside lots now on the mar- 
ket and the association prices are firmly 
adhered to. Lead in oil is quoted at 9c in 
lots of 500 Ibs and over and 914c in lots of 


less than 500 lbs. Dry lead is held at 834e 


in less than 500 lb lots and 834c for a larger 


quantity. Terms and rebates unchanged. 

American zinc has been further advanced 
since our last, and most makers are now 
quoting 5}¢c for best and 5c for off quality, 
One manufacturer has advanced his price 
to 6c for pure, and 5c for second quality, 
At these prices the market is very firm, and 


makers are still indisposed to make con- 
tracts, and it is probable that a further ad- 


vance will shortly be made. The demand 
for both spot and future delivery has been 
stimulated by the advancing prices, but 
only small lots are obtainable. French 
zinc is unchanged, but bigher prices are 
daily expected. 

Barytes are in small supply, but the de- 
mand is not for large quantities and the 
scarcity is not felt. Prices are very firm, 
however, and we continue to quote $26@ 
27 60 for prime white; $15@18 for off col- 
ored: $30@32 50 for floated and $20@22 50 
for floated off-colored. 

Whiting is still in large demand and 
manufacturers have no opportunity to accu- 
mulate stock. Dealers have ouly a small 
supply for the demand from consumers 
appears to absorb all that comes forward. 
The combination prices seem to be pretty 
well maintained, but here and there we 
hear that sales have been made by outsid- 
ers at a slight concession. We note sales 
of 800 bbls common at 60c and 100 bbls 
gilders at 80c and 300 bbls at the same 
pricé. “It is reported that an advance of 


10c per Ib will be made by the Combination | 
in February, but this has not yet been offi- 
cially announced. 


Paris white does not receive much atten- 
tion from large buyers but jobbers take 
about all that offers at full prices. Manu- 
facturers are not inclined to make conces- 
sions and the market closes firm at $1 25@ 
130 for contract lots and $1 40@1 50 for 
jobbing parcels. Since our last there have 
been sales within our knowledge of 500 
bbls prompt and future delivery at $1 30@ 
1 40 as to quantity. 

Putty is only in moderate demand at this 
season at from 234@A4c. 

English china clay is in better supply on 
spot, the arrival referred to in our last, to- 
gether with 500 cks which came in this 
week, having stocked the market for the 
present. Recent sales have reduced the 
supply on the way and prices are very firm- 
ly held. The demand continues good and 
since our last the reported sales have been 
75 tons superfine at $20 50 and 100 tons 
medium at $18, both to arrive, and 50 tons 
medium at $18 50 and 30 tons superfine at 
$21; the two latter from store. White South’n 
is more readily obtainable but the demand 
is rather slack though occasional large 
sales are made. The transactions reported 
are 200 cks to go to Philadelphia and 50 
oks for this market, both at $12. 

Terra -alba is in the same position as 
last reported. There have been ar- 
rivals of 400 cks French, but it was all 
sold at 90@95c and reported previously, 
and stocks are not increasing. The de- 
mand continues active, and with none to 
arrive unsold within a month's sail, the 
market is very firm. The small stock of 
French and English in store is offered at 
11¢@1'4¢, and from this there have been 
sales since our last of 50 cks. both kinds, 
at the price named. There is a very small 
stock of American on spot, but it is held at 
prices too high to meet with any attention 
from buyers. Small lots of No. 2 can be 
had at 45e ner hundred. 


French taic 1s not so actively enquired 
for, for with large accessions to the stock 
during the past week there is not so much 
anxiety displayed by buyers and the mar- 
ket closes rather dull. There have been 
sales reported since our last of 400 bgs in 
lots at 1!g@l15gc, the inside figure being 
for a round parcel. 

Paris green meets with more demand 
and buyers are more disposed to pay sellers 
figures. There is still a good deal held by 
outsiders, but these lots are not pressing 
on the market and a firmer tone prevails. 
There have been sales of 3000 lbs pure at 
20@22c, alot of 1000 lbs pure at 20c and 
1000 lbs of a light shade in lots at 17@ 
17\6ee. 

Cob ‘lt oxide is in small supply and the 
reported sales for the week are limited to 
76 lbs at $3 15@3 25. In a round way lots 
to arrive could probably be obtained at 
$3 10@3 15. 

Prussian blue is in demand and is held 
very firmly at 60@65c for pure as to quan- 
tity and 45@50ce for lower grades. Chinese 
blue, best grade, is held at 65c. 

Quicksilver vermilion has a good de- 
mand, in moderate sized quantities and job- 
bing lots, but there does not seem to be 
much enquiry for round parcels. Prices 
are very firm, but there does not seem to 
be any probability of an immediate ad- 
vance or at least no change is expected un- 
til the first of February, when the manu, 
facturers are to hold a meeting. We note 
sales of 6000 lbs in lots at 60@621sc.. We 
quote 621¢c¢ for lots of less than 500 Ibs. 
60c for 500 lbs and over in bags, and lc per 
Ib less in bulk packages of 100 lbs or more,

On 
cheaper grades it seems impossible to get 
correct reports, particularly where Tam- 
pico is used, which, as a general thing, is 
more brushes than other 
grades. Oneimporter of ‘Tampico states 
he will not sell under 9¢ per |b in quanti- 
ties, whilea manufacturer of brushes re- 
ports he can buy at 7c, but refuses to sell 
at 7igc. The market on Tampico is there- 
fore somewhat irregular. 

Varnishes—Orders continue to come in 
quite freely and for larger quantities than | 
is usual at this time of the year. Prices 
are tending upward and no great quanti- 
ties can be obtained for future delivery.

is yet made, though itis anticipated that 
by Spring something can be done to con- 
ciliate all concerned. We quote discounts 
on American at 50 and 10,@60 per cent and 
on imported at 50 and 10,@50 and 15 per 
cent. 

Mirror Glass—-At a meeting of importers 
yesterday price was advanced from 40 per 
cent discount to 30 and 5 per cent discount.

Cork and its Value, 

The constantly increasisg demand 
for cork fur bottling and other pur 
poses, together with the fact that the 
cultivation of the tree is sadly ne- 
glected. threatens to cause a serious 
dearth of the article. Yet no other 
substance has been discovered that 
will serve as a substitute for cork in 
many of the usesto which it is ap- 
plied. Cork is woith eleven times 
what it was a century ago, and its 
market value is continually increa;- 
ing. The American Commissioner of 
Agriculture has satisfied himself that 
the cork tree can be successfully cul- 
tivated in various parts of the United 
States, and in his report for 1878, just 
issued. recommends that the govern 
vient offer premiums to those who, 
within a reasonable specified time, 
shall have obtained the best results in 
cork culture. In Sicily, Sardinia, and 
the kingdom of Italy, great planta- 
tions of cork trees have been de- 
stroyed to obtain the tannin from the 


bark After having been stripped of 
their bark. the trees were burved, in 
order that the carbonate ,of soda 
wight be extracted from their ashes 
In 1822 the French government begau 
to nurture this important interest. 
and France now has about 500,000 
acres of cork plantat'ons in Algeria, 
the tree growsas high as6) feet, 
with a diameter of from 3 to 5 feet, 
and will live and yield cork from 150 
to 200 years. Inadry, sandy, silece- 
ous soil, at an altitude of from !,6U0 to 
8 200 feet, and not further North than 
the 45° of latitude, cork plantations 
will flourish.

There has not been much activity in the 
heavy chemicals and the transactions are 
ofa jobbing character. The full prices 
which have been quoted by dealers were 
above buyer’s ideas and but few large lots 
are reported placed. There is no disposi- 
tion shown however to accept anything 
under full figures as at present prices 
abroad it will cost more than our quota- 
tions to lay down here. One large dealer 
has issued acircular offering some lots 
but full figures are quoted for the whole 
line. This has had but little effect on the 
market, and though few of the lots 
offered were taken, prices at the close 
are ruling steady.

There are 
some parcels offering for next month’s de- 
livery at 220c, without finding buyers. 
High test is offering freely, and there are 
some lots which can be had at 2c, though 
21g¢ is generally asked. The sales are 
500 tons both kinds within the range. 
Newcastle ash is in moderate request, and 
we hear of 200 tons at 17g@1 95c. 

Caustic ash is held very firm but prices 
are not higher. There are some brands 
which can still be had at 2c, but this will 
not be accepted for prime goods and 2 1-16 
@2\¢c are the general quotations. High 
test 1s in fair request and prices are quoted 
steady with dealers asking 2 1-16@2\,c, 
though some lots are offering at 2c, this 
price being accepted for 100 tons. The 
other sales are 350 tons. 

Alkali is ruling rather firmer in price 
and there is more enquiry, with 100 tons 
placed at 134c, but this will not buy now. 
17;@2c being the figures. Refined is also 
higher and for prime brands 244@2.35c are 
the quotations. 

Caustic soda continues to rule low in 
price in comparison with the other chem- 
icals, and the feeling is not strong. There 
are some holders quoting 4c, bat this is 
above others, who are willing to accept 
3 90c, prime brands being obtainable at this, 
and 100 dms was picked up at 37g. A lot 
of Baxter from store can be had for 3 90. 
High test is in light request, and no change 
is noted in price, which continues to rule 
steady at 3 70@3 80c. The sales are 200 
dms, part Hutch inson, at 3 80@3 85c and 
200 dms at 3 70@334c.

Sev- 
enty-six per cent is offering at 4'4c, with 
fair sales. 

Sal soda is in full supply and the market 
is ruling dull with only a few enquiries re- 
ported. For the parcels offering from 
dock 1!4¢ is still the figure, and we do not 
hear of any one willing to accept less, 
while from store 1 30@1 35c are the figures 
as to quantity. The sales are small, and 
we only hear of 250 tons in allat 114@1 30c. 

Bleach is not so active but the demand 
is good for small parcels and the price is 
not changed, holders not being willing to 
accept less than full figures. There is 
nothing offering under 1 85c, this price be-

Muriatic acid has a fair demand and is 
quoted at 2@2!,4¢ for 18 deg. as to quantity. 

Nitrate of soda is without particular fea- 
ture this week. The demand is still con- 
fined to small lots, but the market is very 
firm.
